22,000. The University Library contains more 
than 100,000 volomes, besides several hundred 
volumes of MSS. 

Heiecerne lies on the left bank of the Neckar, 
a few miles from its entrance into the Rhine. 
Dr. Rothe, director of the Preacher’s Seminary in 
the university of Heidelberg, and first university 
preacher, “is said to proclaim the truths of the 
gospel from his important post with great boldness 
and fidelity.” “The law department is perhaps 
the most celebreted in Germany, and gives to the 
university its principal renown.” ‘The whole 
number of students on the 25th of May, 1846, was 
932, of whom there were studying theology 44, 
law 560, medicine 162, the natural sciences, min- 
eralogy 54, philosophy and philology 44. Of 
these 932 students, all but 243 are from abroad, 
i.e. not students of the grand duchy of Baden, 
They belong to every part of Germany, a few 
are natives of the West Indies and South Ameri- 
ca, and eight or ten of the United States. The 
library consists of between 120,000 and 130,000 
volumes. 

Freisure bas 15,000 inhabitants, includ- 
ing 1500 Protestants who have recently settled 
there. The university was founded in 1120, and 
is the Roman Catholic seminary of the grand duchy 
of Baden, Heidelburg being the Protestant. The 
number of students, July 1844, wes 212. “The 
university does not seem to be distinguished in 
any department.” “The Catholic seminaries are 
in general, decidedly inferior to the Protestant.” 

Baie. —* The public or university library, con- 
taining between 50,000 and 60,000 volumes, is 
crowded into dull and low apartments, but it is 
itself an object of great interest.

Of these the following are the 
more promineat, if not the whole, viz: 

1. It has been understood to enjoin marriage 
upon the clergy. So the Greek and especially 
the Russo-Greek church, in opposition to the 
Romish view. It is even said thet in Russia no 
bishop after his wife’s decease can perform the 
functions of the ministry. But this rendering af- 
fords no explanation of the evident speciality 
attached to the word one. It is hardly a natural 
way of enjoining marriage, to require a man to 
be the husband of one wife. 

2. Others have understood the passage as only 
equivalent to a permission of marriage to the 
clergy. A married man must not on that ac- 
count be excluded from the ministry. So Chry- 
sostom. This also appears inadequate. 

3. A more common opinion than either of the 
two just mentioned, has been, that Paul intend- 
ed to prohibit second marriages to the clergy. 
This is understood to be the view of Tertullian 
and Origen among the fathers, and of Mosheim, 
Heydenreich and Leo among modern commenta- 
tors.

UNITARIAN VIEWS OF CHURCH DISCIPLINE. 

The Christian World, in a petulant notice of 
the result of the council at Groton, expresses the 
wish that “ the repeated attempts Jately made to 
bring ecclesiastical legislation into conflict with 
our civil jurisprudence,” may be “ rebuked.” 

This is strange Janguage surely. What “ec- 
clesiastica] legislation” has there been in the case? 
Who among Congregationalists pretend to any ? 
All that we allow among ourselves is the advice 
and counsel of neighboring churches, in cases of 
peeuliar importance or difficulty. To give this 
was the council at Groton called. They examin- 
ed the case. They gave their opinion and advice 
as requested, and went home. Is there anything 
unlawful or even presumptuous in this? Because 
“ our civil jurisprudence” boldly contravenes the 
Jaw of Christ, must we all bow down in silence? 
Traly the “Christian World,” whiel in many re- 
spects waxes very bold, is the last paper we should 
expect to find advocating so weak and slavish a 
doctrine, 

The true reason after all of this testiness lies deep- 
er. It is a deep seated dissatisfaction with the 
discipline which Christ has enjoined in the church. 
To be sure the editor haa no objection (') to whole- 
sowe discipline in and out ef (!) the church,” but 
then “a safe arbitrator in such cases is public 
opinion” !! And what is this wholesome disci- 
pline of which public opinion is such a very safe 
arbiter? The only description we find of it is this: 
“If, in a Unitarien charch there creep in mem- 
bers whose characters afterwards prove to be un- 
christian, the minister obtains an interview with 
such; and if the “interview proves unsatisfactory, 
he requests them to abstain from that rite, which 
is the great sign of christian fellowship, and which 
so far as our acquaintance has extended, has al- 
ways rid the church of unruly and profligate mem- 
bers.” This reads very strangely when placed be- 
side the express rules which Christ has given in 
the 18th chapter of Matthew. Bat perhaps the 
Unitarian charches have discevered a more exce)- 
lent way.

Some censures ha 
been passed on Capt. D. for not doing things, 
which it was supposed might have been beneficial 
but in my own opinion, had the things propose 
by the censurers been done, some of them woul 
have been merely useless, and others would have 
resulted in an immense increase of the loss of life

Capt. Dustan’s body was carried to New York 
y the Long Island Railroad train, and was take 
uomediately to his residence on Staten Island. 
His wife knew nothing of the event until the 
dead body of her husband was brought home. 
She takes it very severely indeed. Capt. 1). leaves 
five children, the eldest of whom is only 14 years 
of age. 

Among the persons lost in the Atlantic, was 
William Burbank, Alderman of Brooklyn, N. Y.— 
He was a native of Charlestown, where he had 
been on a visit; and was on his return home, hav- 
ing left his daughter behind, who was not aware 
of her father’s death till Sunday evening. 

It is thought that there are yet some fifteen per- 
sons who perished, whose bodies have not yet 
been recovered. Seven of the crew are still 
missing. 

Capt. Hanna, one of the survivors, states that if 
the steamer had had a sail on board, she might 
have beentaken into acove ahead, where a land 
ing could have been effected with comparative
